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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of group I (claims 15-17) in the reply filed on 04/18/2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shurboff et al. (US 5,525,204). 

5. Regarding claim 15, Shurboff shows (e.g. fig. 17) a semiconductor package 
substrate 1015, comprising: a plurality of bonding pads 110 formed on at least one 
surface of the substrate; a plated metal layer 1105 deposited on the bonding pads 
respectively; and a solder mask 1705 formed over the surface of the substrate, wherein 
the solder mask has a plurality of openings for exposing the plated metal layer on the 
bonding pads respectively (see col. 5/lls. 8-15); wherein the bonding pads are free of 
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electrical connection with a plating wire. Note that there is no plating wire connecting the 
pads (also see, col. 5/lls. 1-9).

6. Regarding claim 16, Shurboff shows that bonding pads are bump pads or ball 
pads (col. 1/lls. 23-28). 

7. Regarding claim 17, Shurboff teaches that the metal layer is made of a material 
comprising gold and nickel (col. 4/lls. 24-26).
